mer, who' is being kept in a 9- 
by-5 3 /t foot cell during -entry 
processing; has; refused to eat 
some.of hi:; food. He also re- 
fusesto talk, to- the guards as- : 

, signed to watch him 24 hours 
a day. Grams said. 

The only response Bremer 
has .made,- Grams said, /was to 
“mock”, one guard who said, 
“Good morning, Mr. -Bremer.” 

.Bremer-met .with- his- attorney ,- 
Benjamin; Lipsttsr;-’ on Wednes- 
day- but has, been- allowed no 
Other visitors. 

- If Bremer -continues to re- 
fuse to talk to psychiatrists, 
Grams said, it mayi.be difficult 
to evaluate him sufficiently to 
place him in a state institution 
suitable. for him. The purpose 
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of the one-to-two-monih evalu- 
ation period is to decide wliich 
institution is best for each 
prisoner. 

.. Bremer could stay at the 
penitentiary, the . state’s only 
[maximum-security, institution, 
' or -be. sent to other prisons in 
the state. One of these is the

sup, Md, which tries to- reha- 
bilitate “defective delinquents” 
criminally prone-persons 
who are' legally sane. •/ . 

Bremer had remained “silent. 
Oh Lipsitz’s advice, .to- deny ev- 
idence to state psychiatrists 
who had examined huh before 
the trial because 'the results 
might be used against him in 
the trial. y 

Bremer^ may face/a second 
, -WjSl on federal, -charges stem- 
ming from the^Wallace shoot- 
mg, but federal % prosecutors 
are still deciding 'what to "do 
following the state conviction. 

. Bremer was sentenced to a 
total of 63 years in prison for 
shooting Wallace and three 
bystanders at a May 15 politi- 
cal raliy in Laurel, Md.
